A PENSIONER is being ques¬ 
tioned by police in connection with 
an ongoing murder inquiry. 

The 69-year-old man, from Chatham, was 
arrested on suspicion of murder following the 
discovery of a man’s body on Saturday, 
January 9. 

The grim find was made at a flat on 
Copperfield House, in New Road, Chatham, 
shortly after 10.45pm. 

Officers said the victim, said to have been in 
his 60s, has not been formally identified. 

The cause of death is also still being investi¬ 
gated. 

Decision 

Detectives from Kent Police’s major crime 
unit have been questioning the suspect, and 
are expected to make a decision whether to 
release him or charge him today. 

Area Commander for Kent Police in 
Medway, Chief Superintendent Steve 
Corbishley said: “We are currently following a 
number of lines of inquiry into this investiga¬ 
tion. 

“However, if anyone has any information 
they should contact Kent Police immediately. 

“My officers are speaking to residents in the 
area to reassure them that this was an isolat¬ 
ed incident and one that is a very unusual 
occurrence in Medway.”

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Motorists caught 
in snow fined for 
abandoning cars

MOTORISTS who aban¬ 
doned their cars after 
becoming stuck in a snow 
storm have been left 
hundreds of pounds out of 
pocket after police chiefs 
ordered tow trucks to 
impound their vehicles. 

Dozens of drivers decided to leave 
their cars behind last week when a 
prolonged downpour brought Blue 
Bell Hill to a complete standstill. 

Some said they opted to walk after 
Wednesday’s late-aftemoon blizzard 
rendered driving conditions treach¬ 
erous. Others said they ran out of 
petrol during the five-hour delay. 

Regardless of their reasons, Kent 
Police hired a recovery company to 
remove 18 cars from the road. 

The vehicles were all towed to a 
holding pound on the Isle of Sheppey. 

The release fee is set at £150 with an 
additional charge of £20 slapped on 
top for every extra day the car is held. 

Extortionate 

More than 1,200 furious motorists 
- many of whom were caught up in 
the rush-hour hold-up between 
Medway and Maidstone - have 
joined an online campaign to have 
the tow charges refunded. 

Driver Marion Simmonds, from 
Ditton, said: “I can’t believe the 
police ordered a company to do this. 

“The roads were so icy that I had 
no choice but to abandon the car. 

“I find it extortionate that they are 
charging me £150 just to get it back.” 

The 59-year-old said she was fur¬ 
ther irritated by having to travel to 
the Isle of Sheppey to pick her car up. 

She said: “The police tell people not 
to make your journey unless com¬ 
pletely necessary. 

“How do I get public transport the 
way the weather is all the way to the 
Isle of Sheppey and drive my car all

the way back in these conditions? 

“It’s brainless.” 

Jayne Odwyer added: “It’s disgust¬ 
ing. If the roads were gritted in the 
first place, cars might not have to 
have been abandoned. Typical, make 
money out of people’s misery.” 

A Kent police spokesman said: 
“People take the risk of having their 
vehicles towed when they make the 
decision to abandon them. 

“Motorists are usually given an 
hour or two to move their car before 
they are taken away. In this circum¬ 
stance it was absolutely necessary to 
move the cars because the road need¬ 
ed to be cleared. 

‘We do understand that sometimes 
people have no choice but to abandon 
their cars, but we want to keep the 
road network open. We use a number 
of towing companies and do not 
make any money from them. 

‘We can’t comment on charges and 
costs give to car users.”

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Service honours the 64 
who died in sub tragedy

THE 60th anniversary of a naval 
tragedy was marked with a com¬ 
memorative ceremony yesterday 

Submarine HMS Truculent sank after colliding 
with a Swedish oil tanker in the Thames Estuary. 

Sixty-four men - including servicemen and 18 
Chatham Dockyard workers - lost their lives. 

The memorial service was organised by the 
Medway branch of the Submariners Association 
as a tribute and a mark of respect for those who 
were killed. 

More than 170 guests attended the service at 
the St George’s Centre, Chatham. 

HMS Truculent was lost after colliding with 
the merchant ship the Divina oil tanker while 
making its way back to Sheemess following a 
refit in Chatham Dockyard. 

Survivor Frederick Henley’s memories of the 
terrible incident have been published on the 
Sheemess Heritage Centre website. 

It reads: “It had been an uneventful day. With 
18 civilians aboard - fitters, electricians and 
son on from the naval dockyard - we mustered 
79 men. Few would survive the horror that was 
to come. 

“I was a leading seaman at the time, and the 
Royal Navy was my life. After two or three 
years on subs, I thought I knew the ropes. 

“But when the order came from the bridge to 
bring up the Manual of Seamanship, I was a bit 
surprised. I had never known anybody to want 
that particular textbook - a pretty hefty vol¬ 
ume - before. It was a cold, dark night, the sky 
pricked with brightly shining stars. I didn’t see 
the tanker ploughing inexorably towards us. 


“I had no means of knowing that the officers 
on the bridge had been puzzled by the arrange¬ 
ment of lights on an approaching ship and had 
sent for the seamanship manual to check them. 

“As events were to prove, the manual did not 
help either them or HMS Truculent - but it cer¬ 
tainly saved my life.” 

Refloated 

Only 20 survivors were picked up, 15 by the 
tanker five more by the Dutch ship Almdjik. 

Those who were not rescued were swept away 
by the strong currents and died due to the 
hypothermia. 

The submarine was salvaged more than a 
month later, where it was beached on Cheney 
Spit before being moved further inshore the fol¬ 
lowing day. 


After being refloated on March 23, 1950, the 
submarine was towed back to its original desti¬ 
nation of Sheemess, before being sold and bro¬ 
ken up for scrap. 

As a result of the collision between the sub¬ 
marine and the merchant ship, a port control 
system was developed. 

The ‘Truculent Light’ was also developed, 
which is an extra all round white light on the 
bow of British submarines to ensure that they 
remain visible to other shipping traffic. 

The submarine was commissioned at the end 
of 1942, and played a key role in the war efforts. 

Despite spending most of the time in Pacific 
waters, HMS Truculent did spend the early part 
of 1943 in the waters around Britain, sinking a 
German U-boat on its first war-time patrol.

Report dismisses 
'Boris Island' plan 

BORIS Johnson’s plans for an airport off 
the north Kent coast have been savaged 
by a new report. 

A feasibility review conducted by 
Medway Council planning officers says 
such a development would be too far from 
London, too near a major liquid natural 
gas port and would harm the landscape. 

This negative view of‘Boris Island’ dif¬ 
fers from that of the London Mayor, who 
believes a £40 billion airport could be 
built in the Thames Estuary within 10 
years, fiianced by oil-rich Arabian Gulf 
countries. 

Council leader Cllr Rodney Chambers 
said: “This report shows exactly what we 
already knew - that Mr Johnson’s plans 
for an estuary airport are pie in the sky. 
His feasibility study has not taken into 
account the distance from London and 
whether passengers or airlines actually 
want this. 

Recommendations 

“It has ignored the fact there is a port 
importing huge quantities of liquid nat¬ 
ural gas every day, and has made a very 
arbitrary study of the transport links 
needed.” 

The report also points out that Kent 
International Airport at Manston has 
one of the longest runways in Europe 
and could be connected to the high-speed 
rail service at a a reasonable cost. 
Medway’s cabinet approved the study at 
a meeting on Tuesday and it will go to 
full council later this month. 

Among the recommendations was for 
officers to contact Doug Oakervee - the 
author of Mr Johnson’s feasibility study 
- to advise him that any justification for 
a new airport should only be considered 
once detailed studies of the transport 
infrastructure have taken place. 

Cllr Chambers added: “I urge people to 
sign our petition and help us stop this 
airport.”

PUPILS had their coats confiscated 
despite the sub-zero temperatures 
after their headteacher imposed a 
non-uniform clampdown. 

The move saw dozens of students at 
Aylesford Sports College stripped of their 
coats, hats and scarves. 

The shocked youngsters were told by teachers 
their jackets would be confiscated until the end 
of the day, despite the below freezing tempera¬ 
tures, and would be sent home if they refused - 
which the school said it would class as truancy. 

Stunned 

Pupils and parents said they were stunned 
by the timing of the uniform clampdown. 

Adele Ankers, whose 16-year-old daughter 
Charlotte was one of the pupils to be sent 
home, said: “I agree the kids should wear 
school uniform, and mine always have, but 
what I don’t agree with is making them wear 
this coat in these weather conditions. 

“I am asking the school to use common sense 
by letting the kids wear their own warmer 
coats while it is snowing and below freezing 
temperatures, and wear the school uniform 
coat in warmer weather. 

“Charlotte is currently studying for her 
GCSEs and needs to be in school, but I don’t 
see why I should have to pay out for a new coat 
when she already has a plain, black, warm, 
suitable coat. It’s pathetic. 

“The school should be worrying about our 
children’s education not a coat.” 


Harrison Berry-Lynch, 16, who suffers from 
asthma, also had his coat confiscated by a 
teacher. 

The teenager’s mother Elizabeth Lynch said: 
“These teachers have a duty of care to our chil¬ 
dren and they are not doing this by taking 
their coats in freezing cold weather - it’s 
ridiculous. 

“The cold weather is not good for Harrison’s 
asthma, so who would be to blame if having 
his coat taken from him sparked an attack?” 

Pupils have also left comments on the 
Aylesford School, Wrong Coat - Go Home 
group on social networking site Facebook, say¬ 
ing the uniform coat is not “warm enough” and 
claim the school has now moved on to confis¬ 
cating hats and scarves. 


One student wrote: “It’s pathetic. They tried 
taking my coat off me but I said no because it’s 
cold, there’s snow on the floor and because 
they shouldn’t be allowed to.” 

Head teacher Doug Lawson defended his 
decision, saying: “There was a small minority 
of students who did not wear the correct coat. 
We have not excluded or sent any child home. 

“The uniform was decided upon after 
lengthy consultations with students and par¬ 
ents, the parents' views being of particular 
importance.” 

Mr Lawson also said a reminder letter was 
sent to parents to inform them their children 
would need to wear the new uniform coat, 
costing between £21 and £26, or a £12 fleece, 
both of which bear the school logo. 



Jailed for vicious sword attack 


ATTACKER: Bill Bellingham drew knife on

A SWORD-wielding thug has been jailed for 
four years after launching a savage attack on a 
young man. 

Bill John Billingham, from Gillingham, lunged 
at the man after a heated argument turned into 
a fight in June of last year. 

During the attacke in Church Path, 
Gillingham, the 26-year-old used a Samurai 
sword to slash at the unarmed 20-year-old vic¬ 
tim, inflicting cuts to his head, arms and back. 

Billingham fled the scene but was later arrest¬ 
ed and charged. 

He pleaded guilty to GBH with intent at 
Maidstone Crown Court and was sentenced on 
Wednesday, December 23. 


Following sentencing Detective Constable 
Sean Wareham said: “Billingham showed a clear 
intent on causing an injury by carrying a 
weapon. 

“Fortunately the wounds received were small 
but his decision to use a blade could have had 
much more serious consequences. 

“We will not tolerate people carrying 
weapons and anyone who uses one can face a 
long sentence. 

‘We are pleased the Judge has recognised that 
Billingham is a dangerous offender and poses a 
significant risk to the public. 

“Knife attacks such as this remain rare in 
Medway.”

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REPORT: There has been call for an inspection at Medway Secure training Centre over physical restraint of young detainees 

Ofsted report 
at reform unit 
'complacent' 


A PRISON charity has called 
on inspectors to investigate the 
use of physical violence on child 
inmates held at Medway Secure 
Training Centre. 

The demand was made by the Howard 
League for Penal Reform following Oftsed’s 
latest report of the privately-run Rochester 
institution, where 12 to 14-year-olds are 
detained. 

The charity’s chief executive, Frances 
Crook, said in a letter to the education watch¬ 
dog’s chief inspector: “It seems extraordinary 
that inspectors could be so complacent about 
the use of physical restraint on children when 
it has been such a controversial topic. 

Violence 

“Reports are blithely uncritical of the use of 
physical violence on children, whereas our 
evidence from children themselves is that it 
is used capriciously and dangerously, partic¬ 
ularly on girls, in order to secure compliance 
rather than for protection.” 

Crook went on to say Ofsted’s September 
2009 reports were “the latest in a line of inad¬ 
equately produced reports” and listed nine 
areas where they found “serious concerns”. 

She added: “The report reads like an 
apologia for the private company running

the institution and is so superficial as to be 
almost meaningless.” 

Inspectors were also criticised for showing 
“little evidence” that inmates were consulted 
about their views, and called the watchdog 
“naive” for its “assumption that children will 
feel able to speak freely in a jail setting”. 

An Ofsted spokesperson said a review of 
STC inspection methods was ongoing. 

They added: “Ofsted strongly refutes any 
suggestion we do not take the use of physical 
restraint seriously. 

“Inspectors pay particular attention to this 
and review individual incidents and talk to 
young people involved. 

“The inspectors who inspect STCs are very 
experienced and have a record of challenging 
poor practice. 

“Inspectors spend as much time as possible 
with young people during inspections, in 
addition to collecting information from young 
people and their parents in pre-inspection 
questionnaires. 

“Inspectors also review exit question¬ 
naires and consider information provided 
by managers, reviews of statistical informa¬ 
tion and records, and CCTV footage to get a 
rounded picture of what a centre is like for 
a young person.” 


Mock crash highlights 
drink-driving dangers 

FIREFIGHTERS staged a mock car crash in 
Chatham to highlight the dangers of drink and 
drug driving. 

The display, dubbed Operation Carmageddon, 
saw Kent Fire and Rescue Service officials work 
alongside police and paramedics to treat an 
injured driver. 

The hard-hitting simulation was part of a 
series of KFRS displays staged across the county. 

It is hoped the operation will shock drivers 
into steering clear of their car if they are over 
the legal drink drive limit.

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Hoax 999 call crackdown 

NEARLY 100 hoax 999 calls were made dur¬ 
ing a five-month period last year, fire chiefs 
have revealed. 

Kent Fire and Rescue Service’s figures 
show firefighters from stations across 
Medway were sent out unnecessarily - as the 
result of either a malicious call or by someone 
intentionally setting off a fire alarm - on 67 
occasions between April and September 2009. 

A further 27 hoax calls were identified by 
control room operators - ensuring appliances 
were not sent out - during the same period. 

Medway fire station manager Jim 
Ramsden said hoax calls were potentially life- 
threatening. 

“As well as wasting our valuable resources, 
hoax calls have the potential to divert us from 
a real emergency - just imagine if that’s your 
family caught in a house fire or a serious car 
crash but our crews are elsewhere,” he said. 

“This is a serious matter and if you’re 
caught, you face a large fine and possibly a 
jail term.”

Why did you want to get involved with The Caldecott 
Foundation? 

My involvement began five years ago, after 
a casual conversation with a friend who 
has been a long-serving Caldecott trustee. 
Caldecott had just built a new school on their 
Smeeth site and were looking for school gover¬ 
nors. I have always been interested in educa¬ 
tion, both personally and professionally - I 
was chairman for nearly seven years of the 
Alpha Plus education group in London - so I 
was delighted to help. 


How has it changed in recent years? 


Q 

A great deal. In the mid-90s, an appeal was 

launched for major projects, including 
building a new school and improving the hous¬ 
es. This raised £8 million. The Duke of 
Edinburgh visited us three years ago to mark 
its successful conclusion. But it’s not just about 
capital investment. We have also made great 
strides in developing our range of services and 
in enhancing the quality of integrated care we 
provide for some of Britain’s most neglected 
and vulnerable children, so as to help them 
rebuild their lives. 


Q You have extensive experience in business. How does 
this help in your work with the Caldecott Foundation? 

A Most of our income is from local authority 
social services departments, who place chil¬ 
dren in our care. They expect us to manage our 


affairs in a professional and businesslike way. 
We don’t receive government funding or 
grants, so we need to work hard to provide the 
best care, therapy, education and fostering 
service we can within the resources available. 
We have to be competitive to earn the opportu¬ 
nity to do that. What’s more, we need to set 
money aside to invest in facilities for the 
future, so we look after our money very care¬ 
fully, and are very appreciative of the dona¬ 
tions and legacies we receive from our sup¬ 
porters. These help pay for life-enriching 
extras for the children, such as holidays, out¬ 
ings and sports equipment. 

Q Are the services the Foundation offers under more pres¬ 
sure at the moment? What are the main problems? 

A With public finances under scrutiny, it is an 
economically difficult time for our local 
authority clients and we will need more than 
ever to demonstrate high quality and value for 
money. Running a care organisation like 
Caldecott is inevitably costly, not least because 
of our relatively high staff to child ratio. 

Q The Foundation is nearly 100 years old, how do you see 
its future? 

A We’re looking forward to our centenary in 
2011 but it is a sobering thought that child 
cruelty and neglect cases such as Baby P show 
there is as great a need as ever for the sort of 
care and protection we provide. Our role is to 
ensure that we continue to develop our servic¬ 


es to meet the needs of children and young 
people and to strive continuously to improve 
outcomes for those in our care. 

Q Why do you think it has managed to maintain this suc¬ 
cess over all those years? 

A Because we care, and because we’re always 
thinking about how we can best help the 
children who are placed with us. Our services 
are constantly evolving and we now provide a 
complete package, from initial assessment 
through to residential care in one of our seven 
houses, therapy, schooling, fostering and final¬ 
ly, supporting them into the outside world. 


Q 


How can people get involved to help the foundation? 


A There are lots of ways to help the Caldecott 
Foundation by giving a little time or 
money. There are volunteering opportunities 
and a regular programme of events. We enjoy 
working with companies, and there are plenty 
of ways to make donations. Visit our website at 
www.thecaldecottfoundation.co.uk and click 
on ‘How You Can Help’. 

Q Who inspired you when you were younger? How did 
they affect your life? 

A I was fortunate to work early on, in differ¬ 
ent enterprises for a succession of bosses 
whom I liked and admired and from whom I 
learned a great deal. The one common feature 
was that they were all extremely demanding!

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Devastated dad's TV plea 
to stop speeding drivers

A GRIEVING father whose son 
was killed by a speeding driver has 
spoken of his heartache for a hard¬ 
hitting TV advert. 

Michael Bollom, from Bearsted near 
Maidstone, hopes the candid account of his 
son James’ death will bring home to viewers 
the harsh reality that speeding can kill. 

He said: “This isn’t just coming from an 
actor on TV - this is coming from a parent 
who lost his child.” 

In the advert, which will be shown on ITV 
Meridian, the 50-year-old recalls James’s 
death in December, 2005. 

The 16-year-old was killed a month short of 
his 17th birthday when the car he was 
travelling in lost control in the village of 
Wateringbury. 

He died instantly after taking the full force 
of the crash. 

The driver was prosecuted and jailed for 
dangerous driving. 

The life-changing consequences of the 
crash took a further tragic twist when 
James’s grief-stricken mother, Samantha, 
took her own life three months later. 

Mr Bollom believes by opening up 
about the tragedy on television, people will 
take notice and think twice about their speed 
while on the road. 

“I want to get the message across to some of 
these young drivers that speeding can have 
tragic consequences,” he said. 

“If I can prevent just one death, prevent one 
family from going through the pain we suf¬ 
fered, then it will be worthwhile. 

“By me doing it rather than an actor it 
makes it all the more real for people and 
therefore will have more of an impact.” 

Mr Bollom, who is director of a manufac¬ 
turing company in Sittingbourne, was 


approached by Kent Police to talk about his 
grief as part of a campaign to clamp down 
on speeding. 

The 30-second advert was filmed at 
Maidstone Studios by Southside Television 
and will be shown on ITV from this Friday to 
mid-February. 

“It was daunting doing the advert and 


brought up a lot of sad memories,” said Mr 
Bollom. But if helps prevent people speeding 
then it’s been worth it.” 

Assistant Chief Constable Gary Beautridge 
paid tribute to Mr Bollom for taking part in 
the campaign. 

“We are grateful to Michael for having the 
courage to do this and to help us get the 


message through that speed kills,” he said. 

Director of Southside Television, Martin 
Smith, also praised him. 

He said: “He was brave to do something 
like this as it obviously brought memories 
flooding back, but he is determined James 
should not have died in vain.” 

As part of his own personal plight, Mr 
Bollom has also written a book entitled 
Losing James: A Father Cries Too. 

It gives a poignant account of his grief and 
how he dealt with the tragedy that tore his 
world apart. He hopes it will help other fam¬ 
ilies cope with bereavement. 

He said: “It’s going very well - Waterstone’s 
has taken it on in two of their branches in 
Maidstone. I’ve had emails from people say¬ 
ing it has helped them with their own grief.” 

Money from sales is donated to Holding On, 
Letting Go, which is part of Demelza House, 
a children’s hospice based near 
Sittingbourne. 

The charity aims to help families cope with 
bereavement. 

Mr Bollom said: 'We have already raised 
£2,000. Some of the people who have read my 
book have also given extra donations to the 
charity.”

'Designer dogs' dumped by cash-strapped owners 


A RISE in demand for so-called 
‘designer breeds’ has sparked 
fears even more dogs will be 
dumped in the coming weeks and 
months. 

The Dogs Trust says cross-breeds 
like the labradoodle face an 
increased risk of being abandoned 
due to their newfound popularity 
as short-term fashion accessories 
rather than lifetime companions. 

Staff at the charity’s rehoming 
centre in Canterbury are currently 
caring for three such animals and 
are concerned they may receive 
more in the weeks and months to 
come. 

Manager Lizzie Reffell said: 
“We’re seeing more designer breeds 
coming through the kennel system 
and it’s quite unusual. 

“These dogs are new on the scene 


and are quite expensive, which 
may be why they are becoming 
increasingly popular as fashion 
accessories. 

“But still people do not seem able 
to cope with them or keep them 
long-term. Many don’t seem to 
understand the dogs they buy will 
need to be looked after for the next 
ten years. 

“We took in quite a few labradoo- 
dles last year but the problem has 
become more apparent now we 
have three cross-breeds at once. 
Fortunately because they are so 
popular they tend to be rehomed 
fairly quickly.” 

Three dogs currently being cared 
for by Dogs Trust Canterbury are 
Ruby the puggle (pug-beagle), 
Benson the boxador (boxer- 
labrador) and Charlie the sprollie

(springer spaniel-collie). 

Last year the BBC sparked a con¬ 
troversy when it dropped the annu¬ 
al Crufts dog show from its televi¬ 
sion schedule, citing concerns 
about the welfare of some of the 
pedigree canines on show. 


However, Ms Reffell said there 
was no evidence to suggest cross¬ 
breeding caused any of the genetic 
defects uncovered by the broad¬ 
caster. 

She added: “The dogs we’ve come 
across haven’t had anything wrong 


with them but as time goes on we 
will find out more and more about 
the effects of cross-breeding.”

Chief Constable's future 
to be decided this week 


KENT’S Chief Constable Mike Fuller will 
find out this week if he is to be offered the top 
job at the Crown Prosecution Service. 

Mr Fuller - who is Britain’s first black police 
chief - has been selected by Attorney 
General Baroness Scotland as the 
preferred candidate to become 
Chief Inspector of the CPS. 

Members of the Justice 
Committee in the House of 
Commons - including Bromley and 
Chislehurst MP Bob Neill - were 
due to discuss their decision yester¬ 
day, with an official announcement 
expected to be made soon after. 

Should Mr Fuller land the job, it 
is rumoured his deputy, Adrian 
Leppard, will fill the Chief 
Constable position on a temporary 
basis until a permanent replace¬ 
ment is found. 

Speaking to KOS Media shortly after his 
name was put forward last month, Mr Fuller 
stressed the deal was far from done. 

He said: “I’m not gone yet, but I have been 
through the selection process and I’ve been 


put forward as the preferred candidate, but 
the MPs might disagree. 

“It is quite an unusual thing for the CPS to 
look outside the service for this role. I have 
engaged with the CPS from the 
other side of the fence, so am 
able to see where improve¬ 
ments could be made from an 
operational angle.” 

Mr Fuller joined Kent Police 
as chief constable in January, 
2004, having previously been 
with the Met since starting as a 
cadet in 1975. 

Under his leadership the 
county has seen the introduc¬ 
tion of Neighbourhood Policing 
Teams - 14 specialist units 
aimed at combating low-level 
crime - while also securing the 
use of a police helicopter as part 
of a joint working agreement with Essex. 

Mr Fuller also holds honorary doctorates of 
law and is a non-practising barrister, having 
been called to the Bar at Lincoln’s Inn in 
July, 2007.

Estate agents see mixed 
fortunes for coming year

Slump increases choice 
for first-time buyers 

FIRST-time buyers are reaping the ben¬ 
efit of the British property slump. 

Properties in almost 40 per cent of 
areas of the UK are now within their 
price range, a study claimed. 

The average first-time buyer property 
could now be bought by someone on 
average earnings in 39 per cent of local 
authority districts, according to the 
Halifax bank. 

The situation is a marked improve¬ 
ment on 2007, when homes in only six 
per cent of areas could be bought by 
someone on average earnings. 

Potential first-time buyers on average 
pay would need to have spent about 27 
per cent of their disposable income on 
mortgage payments in November 2009, 
compared to the 50 per cent they would 
have had to spend in June 2007. 

The improvement in affordability has 
come through a combination of lower 
interest rates and house price falls. 

But many first-time buyers have been 
unable to take advantage of the situa¬ 
tion, due to tighter lending criteria. 

Figures from the Council of Mortgage 
Lenders show the average person buy¬ 
ing their first home with a mortgage put 
down a deposit of 25 per cent of their 
property’s value for most of 2009. 

The average price of a property bought 
by a first-time buyer was £133,794 in 
2009,10 per cent less than in 2008. 

Rents likely to rise as 
new instructions fall 


EXPERTS have been looking into 
their crystal balls to predict the 
property market’s future over the 
next 12 months, with varying 
results. 

While Hamptons International and 
Chesterton Humberts expect prices to rise by 
3 to 5 per cent and 2 per cent respectively dur¬ 
ing the course of this year, their fellow estate 
agent Savills predicts falls of 6.6 per cent 

This time last year, the doom and gloom sur¬ 
rounding the property market were unremit¬ 
ting from all quarters, with even estate agents 
- usually accused of talking up the market - 
predicting a continuing slide. 

However, according to most market analysts, 
they were proved wrong in many ways. 

In most cases, first-time buyers remained 
shut out of the market by the banks for most 
of 2009, tumbling mortgage rates meant prop¬ 
erty ownership became much more affordable 
for those who already owned — helping keep 
repossessions below the high levels predicted. 

Equally significant was the shortage of prop¬ 
erty. 

Holding out for higher prices, homeowners 



have been reluctant to put their houses up for 
sale, leaving buyers to fight amongst them¬ 
selves. The inevitable result has been a 
rising market, where overseas purchasers, 
lured by the weak pound, have added to the 
competition. 

The Bank of England is an important factor. 


Most commentators expect the Bank rate to 
remain at its record low of 0.5 per cent for a 
good few months. The next movement must be 
upwards, even though it could be some years 
before it returns to the high of 5.75 per cent 
reached at the peak of the market in the sec¬ 
ond half of 2007. 

Predicting the balance of supply and 
demand remains more difficult. 

Also crucial is what will happen to demand, 
which could be set back by rising unemploy¬ 
ment, the continuing squeeze on incomes and 
an end to the stamp duty holiday on homes 
priced from £125,000 to £175,000. 

Hometrack, the property data company, 
reported a 2.2 per cent drop in new-buyer reg¬ 
istrations last month — the first such fall 
since January 2009. 

“Rich households could continue to put 
upward pressure on prices in localised mar¬ 
kets in 2010,” said Richard Donnell, its direc¬ 
tor of research. 

“However, a sustainable recovery in the 
housing market needs a broader base of 
buyers.” 

Uncertainty ahead of this spring’s general 
election could add to caution. 

Whatever the overall figure, there seems lit¬ 
tle doubt that Kent, London and the rest of the 
south east will continue to outperform the rest 
of the country this year, and into 2011 as well. 


Protect your home as mercury falls 



THE Royal Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors (RICS) expects to see rent 
rises in the coming months. 

In its residential lettings survey cover¬ 
ing the third quarter of 2009, surveyors 
reported that the number of rental prop¬ 
erties coming on to the market fell, for 
the first time since January 2008. 

Optimism over rents has therefore 
increased for the first time since July 
2008, with only 4 per cent of surveyors 
still reporting falling, rather than rising, 
rents. 

In addition, 22 per cent of respondents 
expected rents to rise rather than fall in 
the next three months, as a net balance 
of 11 per cent of surveyors saw new 
instructions falling, rather than rising. 

The report states: “This is in stark con¬ 
trast to levels seen late last year when 
the housing market was still suffering 
from falling prices and many would-be 
sellers were turning to the lettings mar¬ 
ket when their houses failed to sell.” 



THE winter months are now upon us and 
website Confused.com is offering homeowners 
advice on how homes can be kept warm while 
temperatures outside are frosty. 

Freezing conditions can burst pipes, along 
with heavy gusts of wind which can damage 
buildings and roofs. 

Snowfall can also spell travelling trouble for 
those needing to get from A to B. All elements 
can result in problems for people who are 
caught unaware of a frosty mother nature. 

Darren Black, head of home insurance at 
Confused.com said: ‘Winter is the time when 
all homeowners want to have nice cosy homes 
for some respite from the cold. 

“In order to create this warm, safe haven, 
essential checks need to be carried out. 
Prevention is certainly better than cure when 
it comes to an emergency in the home, so peo¬ 
ple need to clear out guttering, lag pipes and 
wrap up any outside taps.” 

Advice from Confused.com which will help 
minimise home disasters includes: 

• Clear the guttering and drain pipes of any 
leaves and debris. This will reduce the risk of 
blockages occurring. 

• Cut back trees and large hedges which could 
cause damage if they are blown down. 


• Wrap up outside taps with material which 
will act as a jacket from the cold. 

• Chimneys should be swept regularly. 

• Make sure that your loft is insulated, pre¬ 
venting valuable heat from escaping 

• If you are leaving the home for a while, do 
not switch the heating off. If you turn thermo¬ 
stats down in a frost, pipes will burst resulting 
in water damage 


• Make sure your boiler is serviced on a regu¬ 
lar basis. As winter puts strains on them, 
checks need to be done to ensure they can cope 
under the additional heating pressure. 

• When the heating is switched on, carbon 
monoxide detectors are a good idea. These will 
alert you to any dangerous levels of the chem¬ 
ical within the home. In order to avoid such a 
leak, regular boiler checks are essential.

VOLKSWAGEN’S smart new Polo 
brought the European Car of the 
Year to the German marque for 
first time since the Golf Mk Ill’s 
1992 COTY win. 

It also pipped strong challenges for the 2010 
gong from the innovative Toyota IQ city car 
and powerful new Vauxhall Astra. 

This fifth generation car - I’m discounting 
some dodgy facelifts sometimes touted as ‘new’ 
models - is classier, lighter and roomier to 
match the modem supermini trend; you can 
happily downsize and economise with this 
after giving up something larger.

there is ample stowage around the car. 

Any lingering qualms about chopping an 
older and bigger motor for this three or five- 
door baby are then finally banished by a tidy 
drive, plus a ride quality and refinement that 
really would not disgrace a car two sizes bigger. 

Some of this is undone by the buzzy little 
70PS (69bhp) three-cylinder petrol unit in our 
Polo 1.2-litre SE five-door test car (£11,995), 
but I don’t dislike this engine; steady cruising 
is no problem and the crisp gearshift and sure¬ 
footed handling make it entertaining on 
quieter roads. And despite VW championing of 
the diesel cause generally, 83 per cent of new 
Polo sales are expected to be petrol. 

Even with a five-speed gearbox, the test car 
can average around 50mpg and is a relatively 
low emitter (128g/km C02), though still 
incurring annual road tax of £120 against the 
£35 of its current 1.6-litre diesel equivalents 
and tax exemption for the forthcoming 
BlueMotion eco model. 

The diesel can also average around 65mpg, 
but the petrol versus diesel choice is much 
harder than before, especially when you can 
get into a petrol Polo for as little as £9,435 - 
diesel entry price is an astonishing £12,605.

Bowlers unit staving fit will be key for us r says Rob 


KEEPING players fit for the whole summer is going 
to be integral if Kent are going to compete in the top 
tier of English cricket, according to skipper Rob Key. 

Kent return to Division One of the County 
Championship this season with a settled, but 
small playing squad, which means injuries to key 
players could have a major impact. 

The club were without arguably their best fast 
bowler in Robbie Joseph for the majority of last 
season, which put extra strain on the bowling 
attack. He has had successful shoulder surgery 
and is expected to be fit for the start of the season, 
while the addition of Australian Stuart Clark will 
help bolster the attack, together with another new 
seamer expected to sign shortly. 




Keeping his bowling attack fit and firing is 
essential to Key, who expects his side to be chal¬ 
lenging for honours this summer. 

“On paper our top 11 is as good as any around, but 
obviously Durham are the stand-out side with peo¬ 
ple like Steve Harmison in their side,” he said. “If we 
have Simon Cook, Amjad Khan, Joseph and Clark, 
that’s a very good attack. You need a bit of luck to 
keep them fit and the problem is if they aren’t fit, we 
have a couple of young guys coming in that have 
potential, but they are where they are because they 
still have a lot to learn, so ideally you want to go in 


with your full strength attack. This year we can’t be 
naive, histoiys told us that we can’t always do that.” 

The club captain has already forged a good work¬ 
ing relationship with new head coach Paul Farbrace 
and the pair are looking for the younger players to 
step up and cement their place in the side. 

Key said: “It’s going to take a lot of luck as it 
always does but the good thing is we have a couple 
of young guys coming through. Sam Northeast - 
there is going to be a lot of opportunities for him, 
Alex Blake as well, so we are starting to see that 
we are strengthening not only by signing players, 
but the young players coming through. 

“The bowling side of the things is the only place 
where we need to add to the side really.”

Football remains 
popular across Kent 

PARTICIPATION in football has 
increased across the board this season 
according to encouraging statistics 
released by the Kent County Football 
Association (KCFA). 

Figures show there are more youth 
players, disabled players and referees 
involved in the game on a regular basis 
than last season. It means the sport 
remains the most popular in the county, 
with 46,000 people competing every week 
- an increase of more than five per cent. 

Paul Dolan, KCFA development man¬ 
ager, outlined the body’s role in promot¬ 
ing the grass roots game which they 
argue makes an important vital contri¬ 
bution towards building stronger com¬ 
munities, improving health, reducing 
crime and tackling obesity. 

He said: “The KCFA service the needs 
of the football community by putting in 
place a new generation of modem foot¬ 
balling facilities, increasing and widen¬ 
ing participation levels, raising stan¬ 
dards within affiliated clubs and invest¬ 
ing in the football workforce by provid¬ 
ing quality education courses to admin¬ 
istrators, coaches and referees.” 

The biggest rise was among young play¬ 
ers. There are 175 more mini-soccer and 
youth football teams in Kent this season. 
It equates to 2,500 more players compared 
to last year, which is ahead of the KCFA’s 
target to get more children involved. The 
increase includes 23 more youth female 
teams and 16 new disabled sides. 

As well as the desire to attract more 
players to the sport, the Football 
Association has prioritised referees 
through its Respect programme. This 
year there are an extra 21 male and five 
female referees qualified to officiate at 
Kent matches. It takes the overall figure 
of registered referees in the county above 
1 , 100 . 

The next priorities are to increase the 
number of mini-soccer and youth teams 
playing in FA Charter Standard Clubs 
and to gain two new FA Charter 
Standard Leagues. 
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Kent express interest in 
offering Clark a return deal

TALKS are already underway with seam 
bowler Stuart Clark about coming back next 
year after the Australian signed as Kent’s 
overseas player for the first half of the sum¬ 
mer. 

The county offered the 34-year-old a short-term contract 
before Christmas, which was exclusively revealed on our 
website, which he got around to signing last week after get¬ 
ting the go-ahead from Cricket Australia. 

The Australian right-arm seam bowler, who has 94 wick¬ 
ets from 24 Test matches for his country, has shrugged off 
a back injury that has kept him out of action for New South 
Wales of late and will be available to play for Kent as they 
prepare for a return to Division One of the County 
Championship. 

The club’s head coach, Paul Farbrace, also revealed to 
this newspaper that discussions have already begun with 
Clark about a return to St Lawrence, should he impress 
this summer. 

Quality 

“Stuart is hoping to play in the Indian Premier League in 
2011 and we have had preliminary talks with him, that if 
things go well this summer, then there maybe some possi¬ 
bility of him coming back at some stage next year,” he said. 
“He is a high quality player and a high quality bloke, and 
also the fact he is available from ball one of the summer 
because he is not playing in the IPL is a great thing for us.” 

While Clark, who was scheduled to join the county as 
their overseas player last summer before being called up to 
play for Australia, has put pen to paper on a deal, a spin¬ 
ner of international quality is the next player the club hope 
to tie down for the second half of the summer. 

While Farbrace wouldn’t be drawn on the identity of the 
club’s overseas target, he did say that he is “something dif¬ 
ferent to what we have got” and that the player is involved 
in a current international series. 

The club are also keen to bolster their bowling ranks with 
two domestic seamers on Kent’s radar, although Farbrace 
did say they would only sign one of them. 

'We have an overseas player in place for the second half, 
what we are still waiting on is a seamer option,” he said. 
“We are still looking at bringing in one more seamer if we 
possibly can and we are still talking to the same two peo¬ 
ple we were before Christmas.” 

With regulations stating that counties can name two 
overseas players in this summer’s revamped Friends 
Provident Twenty20, Kent are contemplating the idea of 
extending Clark’s deal to include the competition. That 
would mean he teams up with the ‘mystery’ new spinner 
for the second half of the season, although that is still yet 
to be decided. 

• James Tredwell has been included in a strong 
England Lions squad for next month’s tour of the 
United Arab Emirates.

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Gills trip to Swindon 
set to foil by wayside

GILLINGHAM could see a fourth 
successive game called off due to 
the freezing weather, with doubts 
over their trip to Swindon Town 
this weekend. 

Only two games survived the icy conditions 
in League One on Saturday and with temper¬ 
atures not forecast to increase significantly 
the fixture list could be hard hit again. 

Officials at Swindon are doubtful about 
whether their clash with the Gills can go 
ahead. Pitches can be damaged if covers are 
left on for more than a few days, so the County 
Ground was left exposed last weekend. The 
Robins were hoping to clear the snow from the 
pitch this week, but it may be a fruitless exer¬ 
cise if temperatures cannot rise sufficiently to 
thaw the ground. 

If it is postponed it would be the Gills’ fourth 
game in a row called off. Last weekend’s home 
game against Tranmere was one of the first in 
the country to be postponed, while the FA Cup 
tie at Accrington Stanley has twice failed to go 
ahead. 

The Gills squad have had their day-to-day 
sessions disrupted and were only able to train 
outdoors once last week due to conditions at 
their Beechings Cross training ground. 
Manager Mark Stimson is frustrated with the 


situation, but pointed out they were not alone. 

He said: “We want to be out there training 
and working, but we can’t unfortunately 
change the weather and I think there’ll be a lot 
of clubs in the same position. 

‘We wanted the [Tranmere] game to go 
ahead, we said to the people at the club ‘do all 
you can’ and the covers went down early. We 
don’t want to get into a situation where we’re 
playing twice a week for long periods.” 

The inactivity has at least given more time 
to chase up targets, with the January transfer 
window making its traditional slow start, with 
no movement in or out at Priestfield. 

Stimson will hold talks with Febian Brandy 


this week about extending his loan deal from 
Manchester United until the end of the sea¬ 
son. Otherwise it has been quiet, but the Gills 
boss is hopeful of concluding some loan moves 
later this month. 

He said: “Everyone you speak to is looking for 
a centre-half and a striker. They are the key 
positions in your team along with a goalkeeper 
- if you’re good in those areas you’ve got a 
chance. They’re not easy to get but we’re mak¬ 
ing calls. A lot of people are saying they might 
be able to release people later in the month.”
